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MEMBERSHIP 


HAT is the most convenient and accurate 
yardstick for assessing professional compe- 


tence? When a member of the public 
wants medical attention his immediate thought is to 
consult a “Doctor.” In choosing his doctor he is 
guided largely by considerations of accessibility and 
common repute. The basic qualification in his eyes 
is that of “ Doctor”: that is to say that provided the 
professional man is a registered medical practitioner 
and of good repute the layman is little interested in 
his academic qualifications; indeed the majority of the 
public do not even know what the affixes M.R.C.S. or 
L.R.C.P. imply. 

It is otherwise when the layman comes to selecting 
an architect. For small domestic w~* ithe client is 
probably guided largely by local rep ... and in many 
instances the client will talk about his “architect” 
when in fact he is employing an unregistered man. 
For larger works the thought is certainly not registra- 
tion, it is usually the class of membership of the 
R.LB.A. 

For this reason it is well to consider exactly what 
the different classes of membership mean, not only in 
the mind of the public but in regard to qualification 
and experience. The layman probably regards 
L.R.I.B.A. as the junior qualification, A.R.1.B.A. next 
and F.R.1.B.A. as the senior: this is of course an over 
simplification nor does it give full weight to the 
balance between educational qualification and profes- 
sional experience. For the last twenty-five years 
membership of the R.I.B.A. has been closely linked 
with registration policy. At present two-thirds of the 
Fellowship has come from the Associateship, these 
members thus having an academic and examination 
qualification reinforced by a period of professional 
experience. Of the remaining one-third all but a 


small proportion have come from the Licentiateship 
class, those members thus having qualified primarily 
by long professional experience, though a substan- 
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tial number of them have also given proof of academic 
qualification since they had to pass the design por- 
tion of the Special Final Examination. All Associ- 
ates are qualified academically and by examination and 
may have, in addition, a long period of professional 
experience, this depending largely on their age. 
Licentiates are those who have had a suitable period 
of professional experience and have also satisfied the 
R.1.B.A. that they possess a certain minimum stan- 
dard of ability by submitting examples of executed 
work when applying for election. 

The decision of the R.I.B.A. Council to close fur- 
ther entry to the Licentiateship class after the end 
of this year is wise and timely. No one may now 
obtain registration except by passing the examination 
which entitles them to election as an Associate and it 
is fair to say that all those whose professional ability 
made them eligible as Licentiates have by now been 
admitted. The wastage rate of Licentiates through 
death, retirement, etc., is about one hundred per 
annum and will of course increase as the average age 
of Licentiates increases. The R.I.B.A. annual report 
for 1954 gives the number of Licentiates as 2,486. It 
would not be far wrong to say that in about fifteen 
years the class will have become virtually extinct. 

It remains then to consider Fellows and Associates 
and their relative professional competence. Obvi- 
ously one cannot draw a clear-cut distinction but it 
should be right to devise some boundary which partly 
matches the distinction habitually drawn by the 
public. The qualifications required for the Fellow- 
ship hitherto have presented several anomalies: on 
one hand an Associate setting up a one-man private 
practice in a small urban or rural area could become 
a Fellow after seven years without any further test 
of ability; on the other hand an Associate in a large 
and busy Local Authority’s Department could easily 
gain vastly more experience without ever being head 
of a department or technically “in a position of 
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responsibility for the design of architectural work” as 
laid down in clause IV c (i) of the R.I.B.A. Charter 
of 1925. As such, he would not, up to the present, 
be eligible for the Fellowship. An R.I.B.A. Commit- 
tee has examined the problem recently with an eye 
on various possibilities: one is to make the Fellow- 
ship an honorific, although not honorary, class 
recruited by appointment such as obtains in the Royal 
Architectural Institute of Canada. There are obvious 
objections to this, not the least of them being the 
difficulty of a sudden and violent reorganization of the 
system in force over the last century. A second alter- 
native is to make election to the Fellowship dependent 
upon passing a further stiff examination on the prin- 
ciple followed by the Royal College of Surgeons. The 
third alternative is to keep the recruitment to the 
Fellowship very much on the same lines as previously

but to remove some of the anomalies on the one side

The description of the scheme was full and sensible and 
the paper, while calling for readers’ opinions and sitting 
comfortably on the fence, treated the whole design in a 
most friendly way. Let us hope that this publicity will 
help Cardiff towards what appears to be a very good idea. 
All things considered, Mr. Evans would be unlikely to get 
the job but if the idea catches on he may justifiably feel 
pleased.

The article was a pretty severe indictment 
of building management in all its fields. It told of bad

site supervision, dangerous practices, insanitary condi- 
tions, bad workmanship, waste, lack of modern and even 
basic equipment, and theft, not only of private belongings 
but of materials from the job 

General charges of this kind are, one supposes, fairly 
easy to write on any job, but this one is so exceptionally 
severe as to make one wonder whether it is altogether 
true. I do not mean that I distrust the writer, but I 
wonder whether he put the correct interpretation on all 
the facts. If all the charges were true, it was indeed a 
very bad firm, and it seems to me that even the architect, 
if there was one, was not doing his job properly. One 
instinctively dislikes this type of report, where the con- 
tractor cannot well answer back, and this makes one addi- 
tionally cautious of accepting it. 

An interesting point in the article was that the labourers 
were kept hard at it all day by the gangers and even had 
their dinner-hour halved unless a Union official was about. 
I imagine that a lot of contractors would welcome gangers 
so devoted to hard work. The undergraduate earned 
£120 in his six weeks. 

CLEAN OR TO CLEAN 

I do not know Hamilton Square, Birkenhead, but the 
Liverpool Daily Post claims that its Victorian Buildings 
and Town Hall rank among the finest examples of Civic 
Design in the country. The buildings are all covered in 
grime and—says the paper—this bestows an elderly be- 
coming charm. The uniformity of the square is now 
being upset because one of the buildings belonging to a 
bank is being cleaned. On all sides there are cries of

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protest. Most people object on esthetic grounds but 
there are some who think it is a waste of money and resent 
the bank spending theirs when they refuse to give credit. 

Old buildings are often better left dirty; the great wave 
of cleaning at the time of the Coronation showed us that. 
Banks, on the other hand, like to look spick and span, and 
no wonder with Martins launching out into modern 
architecture. I wrote some time ago of their branch in 
Victoria Street by Bridgwater & Shepheard; now we have 
another on the corner of Bayley Street and Tottenham 
Court Road by the same architects. I like them very 
much, and if I had the nerve to face my bank manager I 
would change to-morrow just to encourage them 
Martins have another modern branch in Long Acre—or is 
it Garrick Street?—designed by Sir Hugh Casson. The 
Tottenham Court Road Branch has a fine coat of arms 
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over the door designed by Christopher Ironside. This 
smart set-up has caused another bank opposite to have a 
face-lift of the Birkenhead type.

Visit of Professor Nervi 


Professor Pier Luigi Nervi, the well- 
known Italian designer of concrete 
structures, is to pay a week’s visit to 
London next October. On Friday 14th, 
he will be lecturing on “Concrete and 
Structural Form” at the invitation of 
the Institution of Structural Engineers 
and the Joint Committee on Structural 
Concrete (representing the Cement 
ind Concrete Association, the Pre- 
stressed Concrete Development Group 
und the Reinforced Concrete Associa- 
tion 

Professor Nervi’s lecture will con- 
tain descriptions of some of his best- 
known works and the principles under- 
lying their design—among them the 
famous Turin Exhibition Halls, the 
Chianciano dance hall and_ the 
restaurant at Ostia, with their reticu- 
lated arched roofs; the stadium at 
Florence, with its cantilevered canopy; 
factories and warehouses designed 
with mushroom columns and veined 
floor slabs, and his most recent under- 
taking the new Unesco building in 
Paris, in the design of which he is 
collaborating as engineer with two 
architects, Marcel Breuer and Bernard 
Zehrfuss 

It will be remembered that Professor 
Nervi was to have visited England last 
February, but was unfortunately pre- 
vented by illness from doing so. To 
those who were disappointed of hear- 
ing him at that time the news of his 
recovery and forthcoming visit will be 
doubly welcome. 

The lecture, which begins at 6 p.m., 
will be held at the Friend’s Meeting 
House, Euston Road, London, N.W.1.

Tretol Competition 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 

Sir,—Following “Abner’s” com- 
ments on our competition “ The House 
for the Professional Man,” we have, in 
conjunction with the Assessor, Clifford 
Culpin, clarified the following points: 

1. The size of the house is not stated 
in the conditions though the maximum 
size will obviously be controlled by the 
stated cost and the minimum size by 
the likely requirements of a profes- 
sional man. Although the conditions 
may not be clear on this point, the 
Promoters had in mind a family resi- 
dence and three or four bedrooms 
would, therefore, be required. 

2. The site should be taken as an 
open one, whether in town or country, 
and in view of the comments in tbe 
technical press it has been decided to 
limit the designs to those suitable for 
a flat site. 

3. In planning this competition, it is 
the desire of the Promoters and the 
Assessor to allow competitors as much 
freedom as possible which would 


enable them to prepare imaginative 
designs unhampered by too many rules

and restrictions. The reference in the 
conditions to “ Planning Approval” is 
not intended as an indication that a 
safe, conventional type of design is 
favoured but was merely inserted in 
order to exclude fantastic and imprac- 
ticable designs which could never 
secure approval even on Appeal. 

We will appreciate it if you can 
bring these points to the attention of 
your readers.

Power Plant Film 

The 16mm film can be of great 
service to industry whether it be in 
the matter of training or the improve- 
ment of management-worker relations, 
or in the propagation of new and 
improved methods. A _ particularly 
good example of the letter type of film 
is the Aveling-Barford production 
Power Plant for Industry. This film 
which is in colour was scripted, shot 
and produced by the firm’s own film 
unit. It tells of the several power- 
driven machines made by the firm 
such as the Dumper, Calfdozer and 
Trench-Cutting Machine. We see the 
various machines in operation and are 
able to note clearly their performance 
and ease of manipulation. Particularly 
impressive is the demonstration given 
by the Trench-Cutting Machine, a 
machine which cuts clean, flat-bot- 
tomed trenches llin or 18in wide to 
depths of up to 4ft and over at speeds 
ranging from 25 to 175ft per hour 
according to the nature of the soil and 
size of trench. A feature of this 
machine is the banking chain which 
enables the soil to be delivered either 
to the left- or right-hand side of the 
trench; it is also capable of working 
on uneven ground or slope due to the 
fact that the rear wheels are adjustable. 
All this in a one-man operation. In- 
deed, man-power saving coupled with 
greater efficiency is the keynote of the 
film. We find, for example, that the 
half cubic yard dumper does the work 
of four barrowmen with a consump- 
tion of just over one pint of petrol per 
hour having a normal speed of 3} 
miles per hour in both forward and re- 
verse whilst Walfdozer can back- 
fill a trench in one hour, an operation 
which would occupy 10 men for a simi- 
lar period. The photography throughout 
is excellent and the commentary, de- 
livered by Frank Phillips, clear and 
concise giving just the right amount 
of information. The publicity value of 
such a film can be gauged from the fact 
that this one film demonstration will 
circle the world; a version with French 
commentary is being distributed in 
France, Algiers, Casablanca and Italy;

HIS new Laboratory, designed by 

and erected under the supervision 
of the Ministry of Works to provide 
new premises for the Water Pollution 
Division of the Department of Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research, is situated 
at Elder Way, Stevenage, New Town, 
Herts. Building commenced in Janu- 
ary, 1953, and the laboratory was com- 
pleted in September, 1954. The 
approximate cost, including all site 
work and services, is £200,000. 

The main block consists of a three- 
storey building wiih small scale labora- 
tories on ground anid first floors, and 
administrative quarters, library and 
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small conference room on the second 
floor. Constant temperature rooms, 
stores and a canteen are also accom- 
modated on the ground floor. 

This block is constructed of re- 
inforced concrete framework, upper 
floors and roof being of precast pre- 
stressed concrete units. Panels to north 
and south walls are filled in below 
windows with cedar boarding backed 
with lightweight concrete blocks. The 
east wall and small west wing are built 
in multi-red brickwork. Laboratories 
generally are plastered, but walls of 
corridors, staircases, etc., are finished 
fair-faced brickwork. 

The single floor east wing, which 
accommodates four large pilot scale and 
fourteen small scale laboratories, is 
built in load-bearing brickwork and 
roofed with precast prestressed concrete 
units. The four laboratories are top lit 
and are provided with large folding 
shutter doors for passage of plant and 
equipment. The walls of main labora- 
tories are faced with London Stock 
bricks and finished fair-faced internally. 

Separated from the main building are 
a block comprising boiler house, garage 
and repair shop, carpenters’ and 
mechanics’ workshops (with associated 
stores) and tank tower; and a main 
stores block. Construction is gener- 
ally concrete framework with brick 
infilling; in some cases bitumen 
covered corrugated sheeting is used as 
panel infilling below windows. The 
tank tower is faced with London Stock 
brickwork on three sides with asbestos 
cement sheet panelling on the fourth. 
Doors of garage, repair bay and general 
stores are folding steel shutters as for 
pilot scale laboratories. 

Roofs throughout are mineral sur- 
faced bituminous felting. Exposed 
concrete framework is treated with 
cement paint, the cedar board panel- 
ling being left to weather naturally.

Floor finishes generally to the main 
laboratory blocks are linoleum. The 
library and conference room have cork 
tiles to minimize noise. The floors of 
the main entrance hall, landings and 
staircase are finished in terrazzo. Emul- 
sion paint is used internally on both 
plaster and fair-faced brick surfaces. 

The Laboratory required a series of 
sewage settling tanks. These were 
constructed below ground in _ re- 
inforced concrete and are associated 
with a concrete platform to accommo- 
date future filter beds, and a small 
control building. 

The architect responsible was Mr. 
H. A. Snow, A.R.1.B.A., of the Minis- 
try’s Chief Architect’s Division. 
Engineering services were in the care 
of Mr. K. J. Jarvis, B.Sc., A.M.LC.E., 
A.M.I.Mech.E., of the Ministry’s Chief 
Engineer’s Division. Laboratory 
benches and laboratory fittings were 
carried out by the Ministry’s Controller 
of Supplies Division (Contractors, 
Messrs. Shapland & Potter).

Main Laboratory Block 


Heating throughout is by a low pressure 
hot water system with radiators which, in 
the laboratories, are concealed behind 
mahogany benches with built-in convec- 
tion grilles. The bench upstands in- | 
corporate gas, compressed air, water and 
electrical power points at frequent inter- 
vals, together with impulse points giving 
one-second and thirty-second impulses 
for use with special laboratory apparatus 
Ihe impulsing is actuated by the Master 

lock in the Messengers’ Room which | 
also serves a number of slave dials 
throughout the buildings; a special con- 
tact is fitted to the clock mechanism to 
give one-second impulses 

Fume cupboards with P.V.C. coated 
hoods are installed in some of the labora- 
tories. These are ventilated by polythene 
coated extract fans mounted in vertical 
ducts discharging through louvred hous- 


ings at roof level All ductwork is 
asbestos cement with acid resisting treat- 
ment 


Lighting is mainly by louvred fluores- 
cent fittings. There are special tungsten 
lighting fittings in rooms such as the 
board room and the library 

rhe constant temperature rooms range 
from 5°C to 40°C and are equipped with 
refrigerated cooling units and mineral 
insulated cable heating panels, the whole 
being controlled by multi-contact thermo- 
stats. A multi-channel temperature in- 
dicator with selector switch enables room 
temperatures to be checked from the 
adjacent plant room 

A distillation plant capable of produc- 
ing six gallons of distilled water per hour 
is provided by a small gas-fired boiler 
ussociated with glass stills and storage 
vessels The kitchen is laid out for the 
provision of fifty main meals only, since

Pilot Scale Laboratories 

rhis single storey building is equipped 
with similar services to those in the main 
laboratory block In the two special 
laboratories where experiments on live 
fish are carried out, raw water is fed into 
pecial tanks at temperatures controlled 
berween 41°F and 74°F through blend- 
ng valves. Hot raw water at 100°F is 
provided by a calorifier in the boiler 
house, and a tapping off the cold raw 
water main is fed into these laboratorics 
through a pressure reducing valve 

The fish tanks are dosed with sewage at 
regular intervals by injectors which are 
operated by suitable electro-magnetic 
relays. These relays are momentarily 
energized by contacts on the impulse 
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PILOT SCALE LABORATORIES. 


signal system already described. The 
sewage is supplied to the injectors by the 
sampling pump, the operation of which 
is remotely controlled from this 
laboratory. 

A small portion of these laboratories is 
engaged on experiments with radio-active 
substances and separate settling tanks are 
provided. Facilities are available for test- 
ing the effluent for radio-activity before 
it is discharged into the drains. If the 
radio-activity is excessive the effluent is 
pumped through stainless steel pumps 
and piping into carboys for separate 
disposal 


Boiler House, Garage and 
Workshop Area 


There are four low-pressure hot water 
sectional boilers each having a rating of 
1,000,000 B.T.U./Hr.: domestic hot water 
and heated raw water for the fish tanks 
are provided through calorifiers. A 
separate pump room houses the heating 
and domestic hot water pumps and the 
main modulating valve with outside 
temperature compensator. Also in the 
boiler house is the air compressor which 
provides the laboratories with compressed 
air at a pressure of 15lb per square inch 
at the outlet points. 

The garage and workshops are heated 
by overhead thermostatically controlled 
unit heaters. 

The metal workshop is equipped with 
lathes, milling and shaping machines, 
power hacksaw and pillar drills and in the 
woodwork shop a planer and thicknesser, 
dimension saw, handsaw and woodborer 
are installed. 

Two water supplies are piped to the 
site by the Stevenage Development Cor- 
poration; the treated water main is 4in 
diameter and the raw water main 3in 
diameter 


Distribution of Services 


A main service trench from the boiler 
house runs the whole length of the Pilot 
Scale Laboratories and the Main Block 
corridors, and contains all heating, 
domestic hot water, cold water, hot raw 
water, gas and compressed air mains 
mounted on suitable supports. 

False ceilings are extensively used in 
the corridors of these two buildings and 
conceal the electrical services, G.P.O. 
wiring and extract ducting from the fume 
cupboards. Fluorescent lighting fittings 
are mounted on the hinged trap doors 
which give access to the false ceiling for 
maintenance purposes. 


SCALE: 


Electricity Supply: Electricity at 11kV 
is brought to the site and is stepped down 
through a 500 KVA transformer to 
415/240V, 3 phase, 50 cycles. L.T. 
switchgear is provided for local dis- 
tribution. 


Gas Supply: A 4in diameter main sup- 
plies gas to the site which is metered by 
a 6,000 cu ft/hr meter fixed in the main 
laboratory block. 

Sewage Sampling: Screened sewage is 
pumped from the: 2lin diameter town 
main to settling tanks. A small adjacent

pump house contains the sampling pump 
for the Pilot Scale laboratories and a 
pump for future experimental work on 
filter beds. 


Road Lighting: Road lighting on the 
site is by 3ft high concrete bollards with 
directional bulls-eye lanterns. 

Generally it will be seen that the 
engineering services and plant are those 
associated with a large high-class labora- 
tory. Apart from the special raw water 
and sewage sampling requirements, there 
are no features of a novel character.

HE new courthouse replaces one on the same site destroyed by a fiying bomb which also destroyed the police 
station next door (still to be rebuilt). The courts have met at Hornsey Town Hall since the bombing. 

The new building provides, on the ground floor, two magistrates’ courts. retiring rooms for the justices, a juvenile 
court, offices for solicitors and Press, warrant and collecting officers’ rooms (the latter with a strong room). On the first 
floor are offices for senior and assistant probation officers, and for the clerk to the court and his staff; in the basement 
are cells for men and women prisoners, two interrogation cells and rooms for male and female escorts and gaoler, 
a caretaker’s flat is also included at the rear of the courts. 


The two court rooms each provide for magistrates, clerk of the court, barristers and solicitors, probation officers

The prisoners’ entrance, at the rear 
of the building, leads directly to the cells. 


Each cell is provided with a concrete bench and obser- 
vation windows are set in the doors as well as a larger 
opening for meal trays. Natural lighting is by glass 
bricks, and heating is by a ceiling panel in each cell. 
The total cost of the project was approximately £80,000. 


Construction 

The building was executed in two phases—the first 
to provide living accommodation for the courthouse 
keeper and the second the courts proper, built on the 
site ot the previous residence.

HE house was designed primarily 

for occupation by the architect, 

his wife and small child, and built on 

an economy budget. Preference was 

given to a partially open plan com- 

bining the living and dining units, 

with a spacious kitchen, separated

£2,750 for a superficial floor area of 
approximately 1,150 sq ft, giving a 
price per sq ft of just under 48s 
covering all built-in fittings.

The house is of a traditional form 
of construction, the external walls 
being load-bearing cavity work, brick 
outer skin and block inner skin, 
erected on a reinforced concrete raft 
foundation, which in this instance was 
found to be cheaper than the more 
traditional footings. The bricks used 
are mild stocks, yellow in colour with 
a deep terracotta rendering at first- 
floor level by way of contrast. It 
was decided to make as much use as 
<el possible of colour, both internally 
fad cs quiter and externally, to gain maximum 
interest in a small space. 

The first-floor plan is again of a 
traditional pattern, maintaining built- 
in wardrobes in each room, this being 
a personal requirement. 

It was decided to forego whole 
house heating (again in the interests 
dpc of economy), resulting in the use of 
an open convector type fire in the 
living room, convecting warm air into 
the dining space behind and heating, 
by means of a back boiler, the 
domestic water system and towel rail.

I. HOUSING 
Introduction 

HE Act of Parliament which 

established the Ministry then 
responsible for Town and Country 
Planning laid upon the responsible 
Minister the duty of “securing consis- 
tency and continuity in the framing and 
execution of a national policy in respect 
of the use and development of land 
throughout England and Wales.” That 
task now devolves upon the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government. 
The interest of the public in learning 
what that policy may be in changing 
circumstances is nowhere more real 
than in the matter of appeal decisions. 
The Minister early recognized the need 
to make his policy apparent by the 
publication of the Bulletin of Selected 
Appeal Decisions. This publication is 
significantly described by a cautious 
Stationery Office in its catalogue as 
“irregular.” Indeed it is so irregular 
that no new issues have been made for 
néarly 3 years. The Minister also pro- 
vided some guidance in the form of 
the official progress report issued in 
1951. Since that time an annual 
report, which would include material 
relating to appeals, has been frequently 
promised. For the past eighteen 
months or more the Minister has 
publicly stated that it would appear 
“shortly ”; it is still awaited. 

It should not be thought that, while 


official guidance has been dimin- 
ishing on the subject of appeals, 
the number of these appeals has 
also been diminishing. Quite the 


contrary is true; the number of appeals 
has been showing a marked increase. 
At the time the progress report was 
published the highest monthly average 


for any year was then 380. It is now 
well above 500. However, there 
appears to have been a welcome change 
f policy with regard to decision 
etters. These are now noticeably 


iller and contain many more of the 
levant facts. 
In these circumstances it may be 
t that there is more than usual value 
in an attempt to summarize the 
veneral trend of recent Ministry deci- 
ions, and to illustrate these tendencies 
examples. This task has been 
made easier than last year because many 
ters, though by no means all, are 
w more informative and intelligent. 
This in turn has made it more difficult 
» explain the bizarre decisions some- 
times encountered and the unintel- 
ligible letters; examples of these will be 
given in these articles. An analysis of 
such decision letters as are available, 
both published and unpublished, sug-

gests that different Regions of the Min- 
istry have different views; in most 
Regions policy seems to be reasonably 
well formulated in many respects, fully 
understood and carefully applied. 
Other Regions appear to be left free to 
pursue more orthodox official ways. 
Housing matters almost always form 
the subject of the most numerous 
appeals and, therefore, these reviews 
start with a study of decisions in the 
housing field. The general order of 
subjects has for purposes of com- 
parison and for convenience been 
largely kept to that followed last year 


The Design of Houses 
The majority of 
design of houses show that the general 
trend, apparent for several years, has 
been continued. To quote again an 
earlier important decision the Minister 
has said “An honest design, however 
unusual, which will employ good and 
appropriate materials should be dis- 
allowed only in the rarest cases where 
neighbouring development appears to 
demand a particular and different 
form.” In considering when neigh- 
bouring development demands a differ- 
ent form the Minister has made a num- 
ber of significant decisions. Their 
general effect is that he is unwilling to 
refuse permission on the grounds of 
design alone unless some carefully de- 
signed unity or particularly harmonious 
composition would be broken. This 
was illustrated recently by a decision 
affecting the St. Albans R.D.C. The 
Council had refused permission to 
build a semi-bungalow because 
“The Council felt that the type of 
development for the estate had 
already been determined by the four- 
two-storeyed houses already built 
and that the mixing of houses 
with bungalows or semi-bungalows 
would not be in the best interests of 
planning.” 
The Minister allowed the appeal and 
said in his decision letter that 
“Provided that the standard of 
development is maintained, there 
need be no rigid adherence to a type 
of development as envisaged by the 
Council; and since there would be no 
question of the proposed bungalow 
breaking an otherwise carefully 
designed umity, he is unable to up- 
hold the Council’s decision.” 
In another similar instance the stress 
was laid upon “amenity.” Here 
an extension to a house, which was to 
consist of a garage with a bedroom 
over, was refused. The Council said 
they would approve it if a hipped and

tiled roof were substituted. The 
appeal was allowed and the decision 
letter stated 
“The Minister does not consider 
that he could refuse permission on 
the ground of design unless there is 
sufficient evidence, which is not 
apparent in this case, to substan- 
tiate the claim that the building, ex- 
tended as proposed, would be 
seriously harmful to amenity.” 

The same view was taken in another 
appeal affecting the St. Albans district. 
The Council refused an earlier applica- 
tion, made in December, 1952, to erect 
houses for the same reasons as those 
given in the second refusal. The deci- 
sion letter observed 

“The Council’s spokesman said 
that they attempting to treat 
the triangle bounded by Church 

Lane, Wistle Crescent and Park 

Lane {Colney Heath] as a whole, and 

that the houses which your company 

propose to build on the appeal site 
were considered too urban in 
appearance for a village site com- 
manding uninterrupted views over 

common land. In order to obtain a 

type of building mor: in keeping 

with village development in_ the 

Green Belt, your company has been 

asked to consider a design with man- 

sard roofs or even gable ended chalet 
bungalows.” 

The Minister, in his letter, said he 
appreciated the Council’s desire to see 


were 


buildings erected which were har- 
monious with their rural setting. 
“He nevertheless feels that he 


could only support the Council in 
the present case if it seemed to him 
that the design of the proposed 
houses would result in buildings that 
would be seriously harmful to 
amenity. No claim that this would 
be so can, in the Minister’s view, be 
substantiated.” 

It may be relevant at this juncture 
to recall that the Ministry’s progress 
report roundly condemned the use of 
stock phrases because they were mean- 
ingless and the report urged that they 
should not be used. The statement 
“the proposal is contrary to sound 
planning principles” was given as an 
instance and the report then went on: 

“The same is true of the phrase 

‘injurious to the interests of amenity.’ 

People have a right to know as pre- 

cisely as possible what the local 

authority consider to be unpleasant 
or inconvenient in any particular 
proposal. Will it be ugly? 

What will it disfigure or affect?” 

It may well be thought that the use

of the phrase “seriously harmful to 
amenity,” so frequently found in 
Ministerial decisions, hardly represents 
a remarkable improvement in phraseo- 
logy in the four years which have 
elapsed since this official advice was 
formulated. Indeed the general con- 
fusion inherent in such loose observa- 
tions when found in an official decision 
letter can be seen by comparing the 
decisions just quoted with certain 
others. 

The appellant in a case concerning 
Welwyn wished to erect a prefabricated 
house, which was to be a single storey 
construction with an estimated life of 
60 years. It was to be clad largely in 
metal but would be finished in white 
paint to resemble timber boarding. 
The letter addressed to the appellant 
said : 

“You have no wish to build a 
house in Welwyn Garden City which 
had been suggested by the Council as 
a more appropriate area for it. You 
considered that buildings of varying 
character could be successfully mixed 
together without detriment to 
amenity.” 

The Council contended that the 
nearby properties were “of a very high 
quality” and were built in traditional 
materials. The Minister dismissed the 
appeal and said in his letter : 

“ The proposed building would un- 
doubtedly be strikingly in contrast 
with the type of properties in the 
neighbourhood, and he feels that on 
grounds of unusual appearance in 
relation to the surroundings he would 
be justified in withholding con- 
Whatever may be the merit of this 

decision, the letter announcing it 
accords oddly with other decisions of 
a like kind. 

Another example of an inadequately 
explained decision concerned More- 
cambe. The Lancashire County 


Council refused permission to build a 
pair of semi-detached houses and two 
detached houses on a site on Marine 
Road East. The refusal was on the 
grounds that the proposed develop- 
ment was out of scale with adjoining 
development. The Minister’s observa- 
tions that there need be “no rigid 
adherence to a type of development” 
will be recalled from the decision 
quoted above. Dealing with the pro- 
posal here to build two-storey houses 
the Minister said he 
” . agrees with the Council 
that the houses your client proposes 
to build and their spacing along this 
stretch of sea front would be out of 
place among the adjoining three- and 
four-storeyed terraced houses, and 
unsuited to the front.” 

It will be observed that no mention 
is made in this connection of “care- 
fully designed unity” or of “any 
harmonious composition.” 

But if there are occasional decisions 
which are oddly described or strangely 
decided, yet the general trend of deci- 
sions relating to refusals on the ground 
of design alone is fairly plain. It 
remains, therefore, to ask what is the 
fate of an appellant where his design 
has not been rejected, but conditions 
which alter his design have been 
imposed. 


Conditions as to Design 


Once again the general opinion of 
the Minister seems fairly easy to estab- 
lish. Thus, in one case, the Council 
imposed among other things a condi- 
tion which was as follows: 

“The roof shall be re-designed 
with gables or half-gables, as the 
applicant may decide, and the roof to 
the entrance porch shall be designed 
and constructed as a flat roof.” 

It was remarked that the Council 
decided not to press the re-design of 


the porch and the decision letter con- 
tinued: 

“The Minister does not think that 
the condition as to roof design is 
satisfactory in form, but, apart from 
this, he feels that he could support 
the Council only if it seemed to him 
that the appellant’s proposal for the 
design of the roof would result in a 
building that would be harmful to 
amenity. No claim, however, that 
a hipped roof would bring this posi- 
tion about could, in the Minister’s 
view, be substantiated.” 

Very often the same approach to 
design conditions as that set out in the 
letter just quoted is apparent but not 
made explicit. To quote an instance: 
an appeai was heard concerning Bar- 
ham, Kent. The appeal site was an 
orchard in which the appellant wished 
to build the house. The local plan- 
ning authority were prepared to allow 
a house framed and faced with timber, 
but not one with cavity brick walls 
and a cream-rendered finish. 

“The Minister states that he does 
not regard the external appearance 
proposed as being out of place with 
the elevations as designed.” 

An almost reverse state of affairs 
gave rise to another appeal in Kent. 
A condition was imposed by the Or- 
pington U.D.C. on the grant of per- 
mission to build a house and garage. 
The condition required that the half- 
timbering on the gable was to be 
“structural.” The Minister, when 
allowing the appeal, remarked in his 
letter, perhaps somewhat strangely, 

“He has some sympathy with the 
Council’s views, but he does not

think that strong objection can be 
raised to the appellant’s proposed 
method of timbering, at any rate if 
the rendering of the panels between 
the oak members is finished flush 
with the face of those members.” 
Another condition was discharged in 
a rather unusual case which arose in 
the National Park in Pembrokeshire. 
The appellant had earlier received 
permission to build a house at Broad 
Haven, which included a condition that 
the roof of the house was to be 
covered with blue Welsh slates, Cots- 
wold grey tiles, or Cedarwood shingles 
with ridge and hip tiles to match. The 
appellant built the house but roofed 
it with dark red sand-faced tiles. The 
Council served an enforcement notice, 
whereupon application was made for 
permission to retain the house in its 
existing form. This was granted by 
the local planning authority subject to 
a condition which required that “the 
said red tiles be coloured with a sub- 
stance of blue grey or similar colour 
of a permanent character.” The 
reasons given for imposing this con- 
dition were that the colour of the 
existing roof conflicted with the tradi- 
tional buildings round about and de- 
tracted from the natural beauty of the 
The decision letter stated that: 
“The Minister is in full sympathy 
with the broad aim of the Council 
in their endeavour to protect the 


area. 


amenities of the Pembrokeshire 
Coast National Park .. . he is ad- 


vised, however, that the tiles cannot 
be coloured with a substance of a 
blue-grey or similar colour of per- 
manent character to resemble blue 
Welsh slates or grey Cotswold tiles, 
and he has, therefore, come to the 
conclusion that, in the light of this 
advice, he has no option but to dis- 
charge the condition. + 
While the reason for the decision is 
here clearly stated, this is certainly not 
always the case. Sometimes the 


reason, though actually stated, fails to 
make clear the underlying idea. A 
puzzling instance of this occurred in 


Dorset in July of last year. Applica- 
tion had been made for permission to 
build a brick bungalow at East Stoke 
This was granted subject to a con- 
dition which required that the eleva- 
uon of the building should be amended 
to the satisfaction of the local planning 
authority. The reason given by the 
Council was that “the proposed bun- 
galow was to be erected within a 
group of five old thatched cottages, 
but apart from that the area was 
pleasantly rural and the type of bun- 
galow was not appropriate.” This 
seems a somewhat ambiguous observa- 
tion. The appellant contended that 
the condition would involve him in 
unreasonable extra cost in construc- 
tion and maintenance. He said, more- 


over, that the type of bungalow 
proposed was frequently found in rural 
areas. Further 

“With regard to the adjoining 


buildings it was thought that these 
old cottages could not be made 
reasonably fit to live in, and the 
proper course for the Council would 
be to encourage construction of new 
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buildings which would provide 
satisfactory homes.” 

The Minister dismissed the appeal 
and said in his decision letter that 

“ He feels bound to agree with the 

Council that the proposed design for 

the bungalow is not a suitable one 

in this pleasant rural area, quite 
apart from any question of the 
proximity of the thatched cottages.” 

It is difficult to envisage a form of 
words which pays less attention to the 
Minister’s own advice and which at 
the same time gives the appellant less 
idea of the real reasons why his appeal 
was rejected. 

While the general trends in Minis- 
terial decisions are becoming reason- 
ably established as regards questions 
of design, there remains much to be 
desired. An effort by the Ministry to 
carry out their own advice by giving 
precise reasons and using clear word- 
ing, free from clumsy obscure jargon, 
would be widely appreciated. A more 
even and equitable application of their 
avowed policy in these cases would 
also be a useful step forward. Per- 
haps, the best that could be hoped for, 
would be that steps should be taken 
to ensure that the occasional bizarre 
decision was not made; such decisions 
undermine public confidence in a 
disastrous way. Thus, after consider- 
able efforts contained in many letters 
to establish and make clear a policy 
affecting design matters a position has 
been reached where the official view 
reasonably clear It may be 
expressed fairly by reiterating that 
“an honest design, however unusual 

should be disallowed only in the 
rarest cases ”” What, then, is to 
be made of a decision letter concern- 
ing Birchington, Kent, in which the 
Minister stated 

“ The issue in this case was purely 
one of architectural taste and he 
considers the Council’s objections to 
the appellant’s original design were 
reasonable ”?
